1. (Currently Amended) A method of paying calls and or and/or 
services in a telecommunications network comprising an i nt e llig e nt n e twork, wher ei n 
said i nt elli gent n e twork i s prov i d e d a charging controller, said charging controller having 
a first database with user accounts for individual users of the telecommunications 
network, said user accounts enabling prepaid calls and or and/or an access to various 
services for said users, the method comprising the steps of: 

accessing a loading service through a user interface, operationally connected to 
said charging controller: and 

loading into an individual user account a credit amount via the user interface and 
the loading service, wherein said loading step further comprises the steps of: 

the user purchasing a voucher or similar, wherein the value of the voucher 
or similar is pre-recorded in a second database: 

the user accessing the voucher or similar record in the second database 
using an identifier provided by the voucher or similar: and 

transferring a specified value of the voucher or similar record to the 
individual user account in the first database- 
open i ng a pr e paid account, that is assoc i at e d w i th an ind i v i dua l us e r account, 
w i th an i nt e l li g e nt network l oading servic e : 

l oad i ng the prepaid account w i th an amount purchas e d from a prepa i d servic e 

enter i ng th e amount of th e pr e paid ba l ance into a d e d i cated r e cord i n sa i d 
i nt elli g e nt n e twork acc e ss i b le by sa i d load i ng s e rv i c e ; 

a us er a ssoc i at e d with th e i ndividual us e r acoount acc e ss i ng sa i d int elli g e nt 
n e twork loading s e rv i c e through a user int e rfac e operat i onally conn e ct e d to th e 
int e l l ig e nt n e twork, wh e r e in th e us e r i nt e rfac e i s a mob ile commun i cat i ons apparatus or 
a fix e d line commun i cat i ons apparatus; 
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dot o rm i ning that th e ba l anc e in tho individual user account is i nad o quato for th e 
cost of the s e rvic e r e quostod by tho us e r; and 

transf e rr i ng a requ e st e d amount from said prepaid account to sa i d individual user 
account in rea l time during tho us e of th e servic e by m o ans of the user int e rface and th e 
int ell ig e nt n e twork loading s e rv i c e , whoroin th o loading compris e s st e ps of 

docr o as i ng th o balance of sa i d prepaid account by the r e quested amount 

l oading a corresponding amount of balance i nto tho assoc i at e d i ndiv i dual 
user account. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
loading [[of]] into said individual user account includes: 

the user entering an individual number string indicated by [[a]] the prepaid 
voucher or similar to the int elli g e nt network loading service through said user interface, 
said loading service comprising a sp e c i f i c having access to the first database including 
said record defining the amount of the prepaid balance, and 

l o a d i ng transferring a desired amount of balance from the record of the second 
database to the individual user account in the first database , wherein the correct record 
containing the pre-recorded value in the second of th e database is indicated by means 
of the number string. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
individual user accounts are pulse accounts which define the balance by terms of 
pulses, further comprises compr i s i ng the steps of: 

an amount of pulses corresponding to the requested amount being subtracted 
from a data base associated with the prepaid voucher or similar, and 

the corresponding amount of pulses [[is]] being loaded to the individual user 
pulse account of th e us e r .

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5. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
user is prompted to transfer an additional amount from the record in the second 
database prepaid account to the individual user account in the first database by an 
announcement through the user interface , or to incroaco the balance of th o prepa i d 
Qcc ount 

6. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, further 
comprising the steps of: 

identifying an incoming call i n th e i nt e llig e nt n e twork s e rv i c e by means of toe A- 
number information of the user, 

giving a security code of the individual user to the loading service, 

giving the amount to be loaded to the user interface and transmitting an 
indication about said amount to the loading service, 

announcing, from the loading service of th e i nt el l i g e nt n e twork to the user 
interface, the new balance in the individual user account and that the transactions have 
been accomplished. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 5. wherein 
announcements to the user via the user interface are given as a text message or as a 
voice message. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 1, further 
comprising the steps of: 

setting a time limitation for the validity of the prepaid balance in the prepaid 
voucher or similar, and 

deleting expired prepaid vouchers or similar from the prepaid or similar d o dicat e d 
record in the second database. e f the database . 
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9. (Currently Amended) An arrangement for paying for calls and or 
and/or services in a telecommunications network comprising a charging controller, said 
charging controller having a first database with user accounts for individual users of the 
telecommunications network, said user accounts enabling prepaid calls and or an 
access to various services for said users, the arrangement comprising 

a t o l o commun i cat i ons network, 

an int el l i gent network prov i d e d i n conn o ction with tho telecommunications 
n e twork, wher e in said int ell igent n e twork is prov i ded with user accounts for i ndiv i dua l 
us e rs of th e t e lecommunicat i ons n e twork e nabl i ng pr e paid ca l ls for said us e rs, 

a loading service means; 

a user interface for accessing the int e l l ig e nt n e twork s e rv i c e loading service 
through the telecommunications network, wherein the user interface is a mobile 
communications apparatus or a fixed line communications apparatus, 

means for loading into an individual user account in the first database via the 
user interface and the loading service, a credit amount, wherein said means for loading 
further comprises: 

means for recording the value of a purchased voucher or similar in a 
second database; 

means for the user to access the voucher or similar record in the second 
database using an identifier provided by the voucher or similar; and 

means for transferring a specified portion of the voucher or similar record 
to the individual user account in the first database- 
det e rm i ning that th e balanc e i n a us e r account for an i ndividua l us e r is 
i nad e quat e to pay for a s e rvic e r e gu e st e d by th e i ndividua l us e r from th e int e l li g e nt 
network s e rvic e , 

a r e cord in the intel l ig e nt n e twork i nd i cat i ng an amount of pr e paid balanc e which 
an ind i v i dual us e r has paid b e for e hand by buying a vouch e r or similar, wh e r e in said 
record in the i ntellig e nt n e twork i s d e d i cat e d to sa i d vouch e r or s i m il ar, 

l oading s e rvice means imp le mented in th e intel l igent n e twork for accomplishing a 
l oad i ng of a us e r account of said i ndiv i du al us e r w i th an amount d e duct e d from said 
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record and thus enab l ing further commun i cation through tho telecommunications 
n e twork, whoroin the arrang e m e nt is such that oaid load i ng can bo requested by th e 
user i nt e rfac e of said i nd i vidual user i n rea l tim e during tho use of th e s e rvic e . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 9, wherein 
said record is implemented in into a database of the loading service means, wherein the 
arrangement is such that a desired portion of the voucher or similar record amount of 
ba l anc e can be transferred from the loading service means database to the individual 
user account in the first database as a response to a request given by the user to the 
user interface. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The arrangement according to claim 9, wherein 
the individual user accounts are pulse accounts and said first and second database 
records are combined into one database .

13. (Currently Amended) An intelligent network accessible by means of 
a telecommunication user interface i nt e rfac e s connected to a at — least — ene 
telecommunications network, said intelligent network comprising: 

a charging controller having a first database; 

user accounts for individual users of said at least on e telecommunications 
network said user accounts stored in said first database , wherein each of said user 
accounts enables prepaid calls and/or various services for said individual users, one 
account being dedicated to one individual user, 

a loading service operationally connected to said charging controller; 

a second database for recording a value of a purchased voucher or similar: 

means by which an individual user can access the recorded value of the 
purchased voucher or similar, using an identifier provided by said voucher or similar; 
and 
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means for transferring a portion of the stored value of the purchased voucher or 
similar to the user account of the individual user in the first database- 
r e cord indicating an amount of pr e pa i d ba l anc e wh i ch th e indiv i dual us e r has 
paid b e forehand by buying a voucher or simi l ar, wh e r e in sa i d r e cord is dodicat o d to sa i d 
vouch e r or simi l ar and sa i d record i s assoc i at e d with said us e r account, and 

loading sorv i co means for l oading th e ind i v i dua l us e r account w i th an amount 
d e ducted from said record upon det e rmining that the balanc e in th e user account is 
inad e quat e for th e cost of a s e rvice request e d by th e us e r and for e nab l ing furth e r 
communication through th e t e lecommun i cat i ons n e twork, wh e r ei n th e arrang e m e nt i s 
such that sa i d l oading is r e qu e st e d [[by]] through a user interfac e of sa i d individual us e r, 
wherein said us e r i nt e rfac e is a mobi le communications apparatus or a f i x e d li n e 
commun i cations apparatus.
